—Several shocking ca 
wa of frauds on the Pensioh Offico havo beon 
discovered within tho present year. An At¬ 
torney in Kentucky, who has held a respec¬ 
table station in society, is now in confine¬ 
ment upon such and other charges. A num¬ 
ber of persons in Virginia havo boen detected, 
among whom aro individuals of high stand¬ 
ing, and one member of the Legislature. 

But the most shocking caso is in Vormont. 
The guilty person was Robert Temple, Esq 
formerly Pension Agent, President of the 
Bank of Rutland, and a man of great wealth 
end the-first character in that pait of tho 
country. Alarmed at tho prospect of a pub¬ 
lication ol the pensioner’ a names, he came to 
Washington, aridatiompted to bribe a efork in 
tho office to alter the books and make out fal.-*e 
lists for tho printers, so as to conceal his 
frauds. The Clerk succeeded in drawing 
from him a list of about sixty eases in which 
lie desired alterations to lie made, or tho names 
omitted. He promised to write under a fic¬ 
ticious name, and loll Washington. The af¬ 
fair was then disclosed by the Clerk to his su 
poriors, and an investigation look place in the 
War and Treasury Departments, in which 
many circumstances were developed lending to 
strengthen tho disclosures made by the Clerk 
Mr. Temple had been Pension Agent in Ver¬ 
mont, until he was removed by M*j. Eaton, 
when Secretary of War, and it was apparent 
lhaihehadbeen playing the same game while 
iq [he setviqc of the Government.
